He said the New Mexico rain 
was brought about by a new tech- 
nique, that of generating silver 
iodide smoke from a machine on} 
the ground and permitting it to| 
drift into super-cooled cumulus 
‘cloud. Such clouds are formed 
when moist air is heated by the 
‘sun’s: rays shining on underlying 
land or where the air mass passes 
over a warm area of water. The 
cloud becomes super-cooled when 
it reaches the freezing level but 
‘with the water drops not freezing. 


Dr. Landmvir said he has proof 
that the New Mexico rainstorm 
‘was not the resuit of natural phe- 
nomenom, but was the direct re- 
sult of the cold seeding technique. 


He told of two successful experi-' 
ments, the first in October, 1948, | 
when a “mere shower” of 160 bil-' 
lions of rainwater fell.

Some school people have called on us 
to'ask the Educational Committee of the

During 1948 oniy 1,952 dogs in Walton 
County were vaccinated against rabies. 

That record didn’t satisfy Ernest 
Thompson, the County Health Commis- 


Aioner, and®he told a grard jury so. 


This particular grand jury beleved in 
dog inoculation so the members asked. for 
a better job in 1949. 

The Health Commissioner took the jury 
at its word and went to wcrk. He hired 
a deputy as a.dog vaccinator. That special 
deputy started shooting—with a syringe 
and serum. . 

_$So the Walton Hea'th Commissioner 


could repart 3,208 actual vaccinations for 
1949. What is more important is that he 
reports fewer rabid dogs and hence little 


_ need for Pasteur treatments among Wal- 
- tonians last year.

Worthy of Bipartisan Support

but was abandoned. because the institu- 


tions are so different they are not amen-

The chief objective is to provide better 
medical care and to make existing State 
facilities available on a systematic basis. 

That purpose can better be accom- 
plished by the substitute bill. It provides 
for a study of the problem and presenta- 
tion to the 1951 General Assembly a plan 
for integrating the School of Medicine 
with the institutions. Faculty members 
and internes would be made available to 
institutions, thus providing better 
medical care and at the same time im- 
proving the training of internes. 


We are ‘glad the Administration is’ 


ready to support the new measure. It 
ought to be, and probably will bea non- 
partisan bill. 


WASHINGTON—It will be interesting to consider some of the plans being drafted by the National 
Security Resources Board for airtight manpower and economic control in the event the United States 


becomes involved in another war. 


“What we experienced during the last war in the matter of con- 


trols will probably be mild in comparison with the planning that is being made for the next, should 
. jt come in our day and time. 


Two world wars in one generation have taught 
us much in what has to be done to keep the 
economy geared to a global conflict, if we are to 
avoid the pitfalls of the past. Intensive study 
has been given to the subject by competent heads 
ever since World War H ended. 

At the request of the National Security Re- 
sources Board, special industry committees have 
been studying their own problems for the last 
two years. 

When the Board’s report, now nearing com- 
pletion, is out, it will represent the most elaborate 
system of wartime controls ever undertaken. 
Here are some of the things to expect if war 
should come again: 


_. Stopping of all civilian production as soon 
as war begins, rather than easing into it, as 

last time. The military would 
.then make a survey of the situation to deter-

are met. The same would be true of scientific 


and technical equipment. There would be no 
new radios or television sets. The bulk of the 
packaging industry’s. output would go for mili- 
tary needs. People would. probably be limited 
to one pair of shoes every 18 months. 


This is only one part of the picture. 
There is talk of putting every one under the 
draft and assigning each man and woman to 
the job for which they are best suited. In 
that way we might escape some of the bonus . 
demands t have.arisen after each war. 
If every was into service there 
would be less likelihood of bonus payments. 

Also we may expect greater profit controls 
than existed in the last war. President Roose- 
velt announced at the beginning of the war that 


there would be no new crop of American war- 


time millianaires. He tried to hold the profiteers 
down, but was not altogether successful, despite 


the imposition of excess —- taxes and a gen- 


eral boosting of the levies. 


Next time it will probably be different. 
We may expect the most drastic controls — 
of the kind, yet conceived. War would be 
necessary to squeeze every bit of profit: pos- 
sible out of everything to avoid coming tp 
with a national debt that we could not bear.

Truman’ anid’ the Republicans 


W ASHINGTON—The spectacle of the plight of t the Republicans 
must contribute considerably to President Truman’s present happy 
mood. All the,signs of the Congressional session in fact suggest that 
the Republican Party is going into the crucial 1950 election more, 
not less divided, more, not less uncertain, more, not Jess defensive- 
minded. 

The real significance of the recent vote on the House rules, for 
example, lay in its revelation of an. almost unprecedented split in 
Republican ranks. 
appealing than the leadership of the House Republicans by the 
Martin-Brown-Halleck-Allen junta. Hitherto, however, Representa- 
tive Joseph W. Martin and his lieutenants have always been able to 
keep almost all their cohorts strictly in line. 

Break Last week, they joined "the Southern Democrats in the 

attempt to restore the former power’of the House Rules 
Committee. As they yery frankly declared on the floor, their pur- 
pose was to spare members the political temptation to vote for 
welfare legislation. A revolt against them was immediately or- 
ganized. The Fair Employment Practices Act was used by the 
Administration as a sort of club to break the power of the Re- 
publican leadership. Sixty-odd Republican members, fearful of the 
Negro voters in their districts, took their stand with the Northern 
Demucrats. The plan of the Southerners and Republican consérva- 


‘tives was quickly smashed. 


This was, essentially, a public declaration bv this large group 
of once-obedient House Republicans that they nad given up hope of 
winning by sticking to Republican orthodoxy. On any issue with 


strong popular appeal, the President will have the same power to 


make the Republicans break ranks. 

On the other hand, the power of Republican. orthodoxy is still 
sufficient to paralyze the party and prevent it from. taking a con- 
In the House, the Representatives who 
voted against the Martin leadership are being subjected to a cam- 
paign of intimidation by large contributors back home, who have 
been stirred up to telephone protests against “me-too-ism.” 

In the Senate, although no single action rould so upset the 
Truman strategy as passing the FEPC, the Republican leadership 
will probably not be able to muster enough votés for cloture, and 

this is because the business contributors dislike the FEPC- almost as 
much as the Southerners. 


Filibuster Men like Senators Ives, of New York, and Lodge, of 
Massachitsetts, are working overtime to persuade all 
their colleagues to help break the expected Southern filibuster. 
Several Senators, like Taft, of Ohio, and Hickenlooper, of Iowa, will 
vote for clo while opposing the bil) itself. Yet it is generally 
expected that cloture will not be voted; the Southerners will win 
again; and Truman-will be able to pin a good part of the blame on 
the Republicans. The state of frustration that this sort of thing 
induces in the wiser Republican leaders has to be seen to be 
believed. 
Yet they cannot escape from their dilemma; it confronts them 
everywhere. At the moment, for instance, “epublican National 
Chairman Guy George Gabrielson is busily working on his famous 
statement of Republican principles, which is frankly intended to 
make the fat cats loosen up. The Gabrielson drafting group has 
already roughed out a statement that would cause everv American 
voter with less than $10,000 a year to support the Democrats in 
every election for another decade.

Taxes and Demagoguery 


Editor Constitutson: I have been very much 
interested in the“guest contributions on the sub- 
ject of taxes which appeared in Ralph McGill’s 
column recently. Most of these articles have 
evinced an honesty of thinking which surprised 
me. The exceptions were from Former Governor 
Arnall and Mr. Hand. It is nearly always un- 
fair to impute ulterior motives to others without 
giving them the opportunity for defense, but with 
people tike these (particularly Governor Arnall), 
who show so much intelligence in other ways, it 
is disheartening when we see them appealing to 
the ‘poor people” and imputing greediness to 
NAM members, bankers’ associations, etc.” Ap- 
parently they cannot believe a person can be 
honest where he has a personal interest. Can 
they? 

Now I am a director in a firm which belongs 
to NAM and, for several years I have paid taxes, 
principally on income, amounting to $1,200 to 
$1,500 a week. Last year it was substantially 
more than $1,500 a week, and I am in favor of a 
sales tax and do not require as a condition that 
other taxes be repealed. 

It is my idea that, if we had a sales tax, some 

of the hidden taxéS° could later be repealed be- 
cause of the increased income, and that we ought 
to work toward the removal of as many hidden 
taxes as possible: . 
' ‘In_spite of the impression Govertice -Arnall 
and Mr. Hand‘try to give, everybody in thé State 
who spends a dollar is paying taxes on his pur- 
chas I think it would be good if everyone 
could know exactly how much taxes he is paying. 
I think this would result in a search for more 
honest administrators for public affairs than 
those to which wé are accustomed. 

Moreover, I think that Mr. Hand’s argument 
that NAM members want sales taxes imposed on 
the “pocr people” for selfish purposes is incorrect 
even if sincere. Here is one NAM associate who 
would be willing to pay the increased cost of a 
sales tax because 1 believe it would result in the 
revision of all tax levies on a sensible basis rather 
than one with demagogic appeal, and that every 
citizen would know the amount of tax he is pay 
ing and could more easily hold to account those 
who are responsible for the tax money. To this 
extent I admit selfishness.

ARCADIA, Cal.—“They certainly keep me on 
the Hot Spot out here.”
